Missing Member of G»"K that Turned 


$800,000 Trick is Held for 


Identification. 


New York, Jan. 27.—A man whom 


the police claim is James Manes, one 
of the six men who robbed the Bank 
of Liverpool of $800,000 on Nov. 22, 
1901, is under arrest in this city. 


The police of every great, city in 


the. world have been searching for 
James Manes for 
more than five 


years. 
His arrest in this city came 


about by merest chance. 


Manes was one of the six men who 


by conspiracy and- forgery secured 
nearly $1,000,000 from the Bank ot 
Liverpool. 
Subsequently $»SO,OOl) o£ 


the amount was recovered. The other 
five were Thomas P. Goudie, a clerk 
in the bank; Dick Surge, the English 
pugilist; F. T. Kelly, Laurie Marks, 
and a man named Stiles, all bookmak- 
ers. 
Bank Clerk Confesses All. 


Goudie confessed the plot and plead- 


ed guilty to charges of forgery, fraud, 
conspiracy, 
and 
false " pretenses. 


"Dick" Surge and the bookmakers, 
Kelly and Stiles, were arrested, but 
Marks and Manes escaped. 
Surge 


was given ten years. Kelly and Stiles, 
by pleading guilty to conspiracy to de- 
fraud, escaped with sentences of two 
years. Marks Is believed to have com- 
mitted suicide by jumping from 
an 


English 
channel 
steamer. 
Manes 


never was traced. 


The entire scheme turned upon the 


weakness of the bank clerk, Goudie, t 
who, while drawing a salary of $750 a 
year, became a victim of the betting 
craze and played the races. Not only 
did Goudie play into the hands of his 
accomplices through-his losses at the 
race tracks, but he was deprived of 
the occasional big winnings he made 
through some pretense. 
The 
clerk 


forged continually the name of one of 
the bank's depositors 
until 
finally 


more than $800,000 had been taken out 
of the institution and turned over to 
the coterie of race track men. Final- 
ly without having profttted a penny, 
lie went to the penitentiary for ten 
years, a sentence he is now serving 
with hard labor. 
Was An Ea«y, Easy, Mark. 


During the trial of Goudie. a clerk 


employed by the bookmaker, -Marks, 
told the jury a story to show how 
easily the accused man was swindled. 
One day he had wagered heavily on a 
race. Intrusting his commission to 
Marks. 
The horse won and Goudie 


was entitled lo $126,000 on the deal. 
That night the bookmaker.sent a tel- 
egram to Goudie saying he had been 
ill and was not in business at the race- 
track that day. 
From Surge tho police 
recovered 


$150,000. 
The authorities subsequent- 


ly learned that Marks had $«0,000 and 
Manes $170.000 to their credit in an 
English bank. This money was seized 
and returned to the Liverpool instltu- 


The arrest was made by Detectives 


Cain and Collins of tho headquarters 
stuff, at Broadway and Forty-second 
street, where they camo face to face 
with Manes In the midst of a rush 
hour throng. 
They had but recently 


been reading of the Liverpool .bank 
robbery and had been discussing the 
escape of Manes, the only person unac- 
counted lor In connection with the big 
swindle.

graph, and when they saw last night

Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 27.—The 


city council vote on the impeachment 
of Mayor Bidaman fell short one of 
the necessary 
two-thirds to convict, 


five voting to sustain the charges and 
four in the negative. Up to the clos- 
ing of the speech by John S. Duncan 
for the prosecution information in- 
dicated a vote of 6 to 3 against sus- 
taining the charges, but the speech, 
the closing words of which started a. 
demonstration 
which continued for 


several minutes, all but caused the 
removal of the mayor. 


Councilman Weeks,' who voted in 


the negative, explained that while he 
did not uphold tiie mayor's course, he 
felt that his offense did not merit so 
severe a punishment 
as that pro- 


posed. 


Bidaman May Be Prosecuted. 


Bidaman's troubles, however, did not 


end with his acquittal by the counclL 
The Manufacturers' club, which insti- 
tuted these 
proceedings, 
voted to 


prosecute the mayor in the criminal 
court if he escaped conviction in the 
council, and this probably will be done 
without delay. 


The closing day of the trial was one 


of unusual interest for Terre Haute 
people, who have crowded the council 
chamber daily. 


Samuel K. DuviJ, for the defense, 


hinged his argument on the testimony 
that Mayor Bidatoan had improved 
the moral conditions in Terre Haute. 
The criticism that 
the mayor had 


removed the board of safety, which 
declared for a still further enforce- 
ment of the saloon law and which was 
the basis of the impeachment charges, 
the defense contended was not fair 
because this same board had consent- 
ed to the liberal policy for months and 
that it simply was a question of judg- 
ment as to wnen public sentiment was 
ripe for the stricter enforcement. 


Had Done as Other* Had. 


There was no denial that the may- 


or had advocated a policy of later 
closing than that prescribed by the 
law, but the contention was raised he 
should not be punished when those 
who now are his opponents had done 
the same thing for a time and had es- 
caped Impeachment.

Bird* Should be In Three Divisions to Frost Kills the Weeds and Gives the 


SOWING ALFALFA IN FALL. 


Do Well. 


(C. C. Cole. Ohio.) 


When tnc fowls are put into winter 


quarters they should be divided into 
throe lots if it nns not been done be- 
fore. 
The first division should be the 


general layers from which we strive 
to ?jet the largest number of eggs at 
least cost. 
This division should con- 


sist of nearly all the pullets and year- 
ling" Tiens not fit for breeding. 
The 


second division, the very best yearling 
bens and a few of the most promising 
pullets. 
The third division, the male 


birds, no matter whether there are a 
large number for sale or only a few 
kept at home for breeding. As many 
pen* of each division can be made up 
as the size of the flock demands, 
tn 


ihost cases the laying stock and the 
Breeders should receive different treat- 
ment the entire year, especially If win- 
tier eggs for market are largely Bought 
after. 
The early 
hatched 
pullets 


should bo hotmerl before they begin to 
lay, as moving them after they begin 
to lay nearly always causes a check 
for a fow days.. 


I bellevo in feeding a variety of 


grain, thrown In litter to make them 
•cratch, and some cabbage or other 
green stuff. 
The red clover Is one of 


the very best winter feeds for the lay- 
ing hens. 
Any farmer who raises 


clover can secure the heads and leaves 
where thoAay Is handled over or It 
may bo ctil. tip with n machine.

There are-two forms of the disease. 


The violent and the dumb. 
One ot 


tho.flr.Kt sysptoms 'ot the former is a 
change ot disposition, which may be- 
come morose or more amiable. 
It is 


often inclined to slink away from com- 
panionship. Its eyes are slightly red- 
dened and assume a vacant, listless 
look. Its attention can with difficulty 
bo held more than a moment, when 
its eyes close in a sleepy manner, re- 
maining shut s&me seconds.

Is a morbid appetite, and all sorts of 
indigestible 
things are 
swallowed. 


Later there IB a desire to chew things, 
ft mucuous discharge from the nose,

My chief reason tor urging east- 


ern farmers to sow alfalfa in late 
summer 
more 
properly 
speaking 


than in the fall—during August or 
very early September—Is by thus 
sowing in the late summer -we more 
fully circumvent the weeds. 


At present I have two sowings of 


this year, one made "In August and 
the other early In September. Both 
have made very fine growths and 
are in fine shape to stand the hard- 
snips of winter. The August sowing 
grew almost large enough to require 
clipping. Part of the land occupied 
by this sowing was sown to alfalfa 
In tho spring of last ydttr, and while 
It came up nicely and made a good 
start under . very favorable 
condi- 


tions of soil fertility and tillage, the 
weeds, which we have always with 
us. took possession, and the land 
was plowed up In the fall and sown 
to wheat. 
Late last summer after the wheat 


was off the ground we sowed alfalfa. 
The weeds at once sprang up and 
grew rapidly, some growing higher 
than the alfalfa. 
Then came the 


frost, and tho 
»ender weeds went 


down, 
f must admit they won my 


admiration In their endeavor, but I 
am pleased to be rid of the thous- 
and of weed seeds thus sprouted and 
the thousands of weeds nipped In 
tho bud. 
Th« alfalfa now has a fair field 


und will have the favor of a good 
dressing ot manure In a short time, 
and will surely give me some fine 
cuttings next nummer. 


My other sowing, made in Sep- 


tember, was on land devoted to a 
soiling crop of oats, sugar corn and 
early potatoes. 
Tho land is fertile 


and the alfalfa promising. 
• 


Tt will be observed that by sow- 


ing In August wo not only save our 
crop from a pretty sure smothering 
by weeds, but are able to get a crop 
of wheat or rye or some spring 
crop from the land, thus losing no 
time nor use of land. 
I have not 


used inoculated seed but. find that 
those plants showing bacteria 
on 


their roots are, as far as my examin- 
ations Have extended. In a more 
vigorous condition of growth than 
the plants without them.

AGAINST THE DUST SPRAY. 


Prominent Horticulturallsts Do Not 


Think Well of It. 


The dust spray does not give as 


large a proportion of perfect fruit as 
does the liquid process. In some ex- 
periments that 1 made last year, we 
found that the dust spray gave only 
31 per cent of No. 1 apples, while the 
liquid spray gave 50 per cent. I dp not 
feel that the dust spray Is as; satisfac- 
tory at the present time as the liquid. 
However, I do believe that with more 
experiments and a greater study of 
the process, it can be made more ef- 
Luve than at present 
It has some 


valuable features and it is desirable 
to improve the process so that bette. 
results can be obtained from it.

I have experimented with various 


forms of dust spray for 15i years or 
more, and In my experience the results 
have not been such as to make the 
method of controlling Insects and dis- 
eases upon fruit trees very promising. 
The dust spray has an advantage over 
the liquid spray on uneven ground or 
where water Is difficult to obtain. But 
'n general, the results are greatly in 
favor of the liquid process. 
Prof. L. R. Taft, Michigan. 


Dust sprays have been tested but 


for one year with us and the results 
are not decisive, although they seem 
to show little promise for the use of 
the dust process In this climate. The 
dry air and great amount of wind are 
the factors which operate against suc- 
cess with dust spraying. In the spring 
the dews dry off the trees so early in 
the morning that but little dust spray 
can be applied before the foliage is 
dry 
The dust that was sprayed on 


the trees while the foliage was dry 
was practically all blown off during 
the twenty-four hours. It is also much 
more easily washed off by the rains 
than the dried liquid sprays. Eighty 
per cent, of the fruit on trees sprayed 
by the liquid process was free 
from 


w'orms. 
Dust spraying with dry 


boardeaux mixture and Paris green 
rave 44 per cent, perfect fruit.

WATER TANKS Or CEMENT. 


Durable and Not 
Very Expensive 


When Made on the Farm. 


Among the many uses to which ce 


ment Is put on the farm these days IE 
to make tanks or water troughs. Whor 
durability is taken into consftleratlot 
cement is often cheaper than wood 
It is necessary always, however, to use 


In the poultry house a board floor 


Insures dryness and that Is a very 
great desideratum. An earth floor will 
be damp, for In wet weather the feet 
of the fowls keep It so. It It Is occa- 
sionally covered with fresh dirt, the 
dirt also becomes Immediately damp. 
Besides, when it is desired to clean 
the floor, more or less of the bottom 
Is scraped away, and it. cannot be oth- 
erwise, if all the filth Is to be removed. 
One plan Is to have a floor ot boards 
and over this especially under the 
roosts, a layer of muck, or road dirt Is 
spread to the. thickness of one inch. 
In winter this 
Is swept up with a 


broom twice a week and in summer 
°very day. By using the muck or dirt, 
'.ha broom takes the accumulations 
tway in a perfect manner, and so 
nicely does the broom do Its work 
that not the slightest odor exists after 
It is done. One can walk all over It 
without inconvenience as easily as In 
n dwelling house. 
In 
addition to 


cleanliness and facility of cleaning, it 
is always dry. But It Is possible 
that any kind of floor will answer if it 
is kept well littered and cleaned two 
•>r three times a week. 


Fllthlness and uncleanllness In food 


tend toward disease. 


A sow that does not. prove a good 


mo'ther should be discarded.

CLEAN DISHES FOR CHICKENS. 


Manufacturers are now putting on 


the market a cheap dish, an Imitation 
of the high 
In price enamel ware, 


which can be used for a long time in 
the poultry houses 
and 
which are 


much betteV than those of tin or wood. 
As these dishes are made In several 
shapes It Is easy to buy such as meets 
one's wants. We have a number of 
dripping pans, which, as the reader 
probably knows, are shallow and fif- 
teen Inches long by seven or eight 
Inches wide and having a bale at eith- 
er end. These are ideal pans for soft 
foods and by using a number of them 
one avoids the over-crowding of the 
fowls which always takes place when 
a regulation trough Is used. Water Is 
given in smaller and deeper basins 
•nd all of the vessels nro taken to the 
house dally and washed with scalding 
water, then set In the sun. If possible, 
for a few hours. In this manner things 
are kept absolutely clean and the 
fowls eat with more 7.est than would 
be possible If the dishes smelled sour 
or musty. 


DRY PICKING IS BEST. 


Dry picking Is always to be pre- 


ferred when preparing turkeys 
for 


marker. When In fine condition, nice- 
ly picked, and sent to market without 
having been packed In Ice. a turkey 
Is at, Its best, and consequently com- 
mands the highest price. As soon as 
the fowl Is stuck and the blood Is still 
flowing, pluck the feathers dry from 
Its body, taking care In doing this not 
to tear the skin or break the flesh. 
Nothing detracts so much from dressed 
poultry as torn places upon the car- 
cass or shank; picking must be clean 
and nicely done. When the fowl is 
plucked hang it. head down In a cool 
place until all the animal heat Is gone 
from the body, being careful not to 
hang It where It will be exposed to 
cold air as to be likely to freeze. Do 
not remove head, feet, or entrails, but 
have the whole carcass, Including 
head and feet, perfectly clean. 


DRIED FRUITS AND CORN. 


If you want dried fruit for one day, 


always begin the day before to get it 
read}'. 
Wash every 'piece well In 


warm water and then put it to soak 
In cold water and cook In the water 
it was soaked in. Always use earth- 
enware vessels to cook It In: .you can 
put the crock in the oven or back on 
the stove without the fear of It scorch- 
Ing. 


With a pot of baked beans sim- 


mering to perfection In the oven, a 
crock 
of dried 
peaches 
beside It, 


baked potatoes, good bread' and but- 
ter and coffee, what more could hun- 
gry mortals desire for supper these 
cold nights? 
Dried corn should be 


washed, soaked 
twelve hours and 


cooked slowly In the same water for 
six hours till the water has evapor- 
ated, then seasoned with butter, pep- 
per and salt and some rich cream. 


One good service Is all that is nec- 


essary to produce a complete litter of 
ptgs. 


the very best -grade of cement. 


The most convenient shape to make 


the tanks Is that of a 
rectangular 


shape. The foundation should be made 
good and Jinn out of the best ot con- 
crete. By setting up two walls of 
thick plank to the height the tank is 
necessary, letting the inside come to 
within three or four inc-ies of the bot- 
tom.these two walls being as far apart 
as it Is desirable to have the thicKness 
of the wall. Usually the wall is made 
wider nearer the base than at the top. 
In placing the planks it will be neces- 


sary to brace well as the tamping of 
the cement has a tendency to crowd 
tnem out of place. 


One Illustration shows a complete 


rectangular tank with rounded ends, 
which is the most common in use. The 
other showing a circular tank and tne 
manner of bracing the 
sheet 
Iron 


strips which mold the size and shape 
of the tank. 


Success will depend largely upon the 


care.exercised in building this tank. 
In the construction of the base It will 
be necessary to make it deep enough 
to get a good strong foundation, with- 
out which much may be lost in the set- 
tling of the same, as the water leaks 
about It when it is put to use. 


STUDY THE ROOT CROP. 


While many, or indeed most of 


the root crops contain considerable 
food value,1 It is not. claimed by those 
who advocate feeding them that they 
contain elements- which will make 
them a prominent ingredient in the 
balanced ration. Not. understanding 
this, 
many 
dairymen, 
especially, 


have objected to root crops for their 
cows, hence have discarded a most 
valuable adjunct to the ration for 
milch cows. 
In their way roots sup- 


ply to the cow the same essential 
succulent feed that does sllago and 
there Is nothing hotter for keeping 
the bowels In- perfect, condition to 
say nothing of the value of roots us 
an appetizer. 
Take the average 


dully ration of corn meal, 
wheat 


bran and oil meal with the neces- 
sary roughage and a dally -'aed of 
oven a. small quantity of roots will 
add greatly to the appetite of the 
cow. keep her In excellent condition 
and materially assist, in Increasing 
the quantity of milk given.* Add to 
this sort ot feeding a clean, light 
and 
well-ventilated 
stable • with 


plenty of salt, and plenty of clean, 
fresh water daily nnd one has given 
the cow every' possible opportunity 
to produce results and on a most. 
economical basis. 
Thosn who have 


tested roof, crop feeding properly, 
without materially cutting 
down 


the regular rations, know the value 
of them nnd would not think of cut- 
ting them out of the regulation 
feeds. 


FEEDING YOUNG CALVES. 


I prefer to feed the young calf three 


times a day, as the stomach is too 
«mall to hold bulky, feed, like skim 
milk, enough to last'all day., Clover 
\my and corn leaves can be placed 
where the calf can reach it, and he 
H'ill begin to eat. and get a beneTH 
quite young. The amount of feed can 
be increased as rapidly as the capa- 
bilities ot tho calf Increase to con- 
sume nnd digest the feed. The main 
object Is to fix and 
perpetrate tho 


thrifty habit which will follow the 
animal the whole length of his grow- 
ing period from birth to market.

MANURE FUMES BAD FOR CAT- 


TLE. 


Many farmers, have the bad habit of 


letting a great heap of manure accu- 
mulate near or against the stable. It 
is the source of bad odors that ruin 
the air which the cattle are obliged to 
breathe. 
If it is true that the oxygen 


In the air is taken Into the body and 
builds up the system it. is just as true 
that the foul odors which arise from 
the manure nre breathed by the cattle- 
und break clown their systems. 
The 


air and the cows get so saturated with 
the odor or manure that it gets Into 
the milk. 


FEED EACH COW BY HERSELF. 


To feed most economically each-cow 


must be Individually fed, and the quan- 
tity of feed she Is given governed by 
her size and the quantity of milk shi 
produces. Kour pounds of grain daily 
may be as much" as some cows can pro- 
fitably be given, while others 
will 


make most profitable returns from ten 
to twelve pounds. Other things being 
equal, a IIUKC cow requires more fcen 
than a smail one, and a cow giving a 
largo quantity of milk more tnan on 
giving a smaller quantity. 


KEEP UP THE DAIP.'v.-.'CftK." 


When the dairy work is tied on to 


the tail end of a day's work at some- 
thing else It never pays. 
Make the 


dairy-work a part of'the day's work 
—not. of the-night. 
The mnn nr 


men who do the dairy work should, 
If doinc; other work during the day, 
leavn this work off nt 4 or 5 o'clock, 
or In time to get the dairy work fin- 
ished up before suppcY.

VARIETIES THAT STAND ROT. 


Experiences of a Massachusetts Farmer 


With Peach Trees. 


(H. Mead.) 


Most peach growers know that early 


reaches are more subject to rot than 
ate ones. Peaches are more liable tu 
•ot in damp and muggy weather than 
.vhon cool and dry. Some varieties 
ire more subject to rot than others. 
That all varieties with fuzz on them 
ire less liable to rot than the smoother 
varieties does not agree with my ex- 
perience. 


Neither can correct conclusions be 


drawn from one or two season's expe- 
rience, for soil, location, fertilizatiou 
and culture are also factors In the roi 
problem. Fruit on a rankly grown tree • 
is much more subject to rot than On 
one more moderately grown 
Yet I,, 


think the weather has more to do v.-|tl/ 
it than any one factor. In 1904 all OIT 
early peaches were quite subject to 
rot, Rives a total loss. 


In 1905 there was very little vot: 


even Hives little affected, and Greens 
boro r.o rot at all. Yet with unfovora- 
blc weather Champions were practical- j 
ly a total loss, Crosby. Stump and latw 
varieties practically free. 
I do not 


think the matter of fuzz vs. rot worth 
considering as a factor in setting an 
orchard, except people do not wish to 
buy fuzz. 


In regard to hardiness of bud, a good 


frost peach well grown will stand more 
cold than any other peach tree we ever 
had on our grounds. And varieties of 
the frost type (if I may call them so), 
Crosby, Pratt's. Hill's Chili, etc., are 
more hardy in bud than many other 
varieties, especially of the Crawfora 
class, but with the varieties of t^e 
Chinese type which bear young and 
have a hardy bud. what little hardi- 
ness, It any. the fuzzjf varieties pob- 
sess above them Is much more than 
offset by their failings. 


PROTECT I HE SHEEP. 


Always have a place where 
the 


sheep can get under cover quickly in 
the event of sudden storms which are 
likely at this season of the year. A 
structure of this kind should be more 
than a roof: it should be deep so thai 
the sheep can get far enough under, 
that tho storm cannot possibly reacn 
them. It should also be a 
hooded 


shed; that is. some provision shoutq 
be made for a low front which will 
break the storm. If this Is not feasi- 
ble a good way is to build up a straw 
stack or a stack of corn stalks in th« 
open In front of the open part of thw 
shed but several feet away so that tho 
sheep will not feel that they are penn- 
ed in yet can readily get in by going 
around the stack on either side. Th« 
floor of this shed should be dry at all 
limes :md It Is an excellent plan tu 
have more or less roughage In It which 
tho sheep may munch over to keep 
thorn happy and contented. It is not 
intended that this shed bo more thau 
a place for cover in the event of storm. 
The barn or stable should be the regu- 
lar home and arranged for comfort. 
Tho shod, as described, will save many 
pounds of mutton for nothing will pull 
a sheep down more quickly than expos- 
ure to storms. 


HENS LIKE THEIR HOME. 


Fowls are very fond of their homei> 


and dislike being moved to new locur 
tions. If eggs are the object It Is mosi 
important that, birds 
should not, b« 


moved from pen \o pen. as It will delay 
egg production, and also diminish thy 
supply. 
Pullets 
for early 
paying 


should, If possible, be brought up with- 
in sight of their future laying run or 
pen. On the contrary, if It Is wished 
to delay the laying of a pullet, and to 
encourage growth for prize purposes, 
her home must be changed often. A 
setting, or broody, hen may be Intei- 
fered with by removing her to a new 
scone with fresh companions—a moru 
rcasonabla and humane way of check- 
Ing her maternal instincts than that ol 
half drowning her, shutting her up In 
darkness, or resorting to ither cruel 
methods. 


MORE FREEDOM FOR THE COW. 


Years ago the old-fashioned stanch- 


ion was considered the ideal fasten- 
ing for the cow;that, they were secure 
thero was no doubt, but that they were 
comfortable 
Is extremely 
doubtful. 


Then followed a number of odd devic- 
es all calculated to hold cows securely, 
but. none of them intended to give her 
any freedom of movement. Beyond a 
doubt, the ideal fastening for a cow is 
the one which permits her to move her 
"Head in any direction at will, and with 
a fastening sufficiently long so that 
she may lie down or step around a lit- 
tle. 
Ot course It, will not do to give 


her ropa enough so that, she will get 
In trouble herself or get other cows 
in trouble. Arrange the teed, both the 
grain nnd 
I ho roughage, so that, she 


can reach it readily, yet. not so that 
she can get at and trample It under 
her feet. 
Any sort of an arrangement 


which will-enable the cow to live in 
tho manner described is an ideal ar- 
rangement, whether it. be a box stall 
of black walnut, or a fence stall with 
a stout rope to tie tho animal, a good 
manger and a feeding rack. 


To maintain healthy and stock get- 


ting power, a boar must have exercise. 


All the good qualities belonging to 


the race cannot be found in any single 
breed.

Cows Give Their Milk Best When in 


Proper Nervous Condition. 


The production of milk is due to a 


nervous action by which the glandular 
substance ot the udder is broken down 
into milk whenever the cow is in- 
fluenced by sufficient excitement 
ot 


the right kind. It depends upon the 
structure and function ot the udder 
just as much as the other sections of 
the glands do, which we know are 
wholly subject to a set of nerves con- 
trolling this distinct tunction. 


The udder is ndt a mere vessel for 


holding nfllk that is supposed to be 
secreted continually and gathers in 
udder, as one may suppose a constant 
dripping of any fluid would fill any 
other receptacle. 
On the contrary, it 


Is a gland, made up of cellular sub- 
stance, which grows by 
separation 


(from the blood) of the matter requir- 
ed. 
When it has attained maturity, 


or when the necessary nervous action 
occurs, it breaks down Into a special 
produce—milk. 


Several experiments have been made 


with the udders of cows in milking 
condition that have been slaughtered, 
and an examination has been record- 
ed ot the udder of a cow accidentally 
killed on the railroad when 
going 


home to be milked, when she would 
have given the usual ten quarts. The 
microscope showed the minute glob- 
ules ot the tissue swollen and distend- 
ed, but. the udder contained practically 
no milk, except a very small quantity 
that, drained from the divided tissues, 
when cut across. 


The function ot tho cow Is wholly 


nervous In Its action, as, indeed, every 
other function of the animal Is, and If 
the due nervous excitement Is absent,- 
thero Is no functional action. 
It Is 


wholly due to tho right. Influence on 
tho nerves that the milk Is produced 
and flows from every ultimate globule 
of the udder down through all the 
ducts, small and great, to the teat. 


Then, if all goes well, and the cow Is 


In her natural, easily excited, nervous 
condition. as soon as the milker begins 
to touch the teats the cows lets down 
tho milk—that is, she does not exert 
herself to oppose the action of the 
nerves of the mammary glands. 


GEESE TO MAKE MONEY. 


It one has a low, marshy meadow, 


bordering on a stream, he cannot find 
a way to make It more profitable than 
to turn a flock of good geese loose to 
graze on It. The Toulouse is most 
popular, with the Embden 
n close 


second. Tho former is gray laced 
with white on the back nnd breast, 
solid gray heads and necks'and white 
underneath. It. Is a big, low, firm-set 
goose and an Invaluable variety. My 
choice is the Embden. Its pure white 
plumage, orange bill and 
legs, and 


clear, bright blue eyes make a very 
attractive combination of colors. 


The African Is a good goose, and it 


is claimed, will lay more eggs than do 
the Tolouse and Embden. The China 
varieties, white and brown are some- 
what smaller but ot a good size for 
market, and. extremely 
productive. 


They are a profitable goose to keep. 


I did not make a success of geese, 


because I did not ha,ve a pasture for 
them, and it costs too much to buy all 
their feed from shell to marketable 
age. The soil is light and sandy, and 
will not grow a grass with a heavy 
enough sod. It pulls up too easily. 
Below my place on the salt, marshes, 
they are raised in large numbers. 


BRISTLES FROM THE HOG PEN. 


With hogs one ot the plainest Indi- 


cations that they have been crowded 
with feed when too young Is the break- 
ing down in the feet. 


No single ration meets the entire 


wants of the young or growing or fat- 
tening animal. 
In all cases and es- 


pecially with pigs a good variety gives 
the best, results. 


If rich food is given the farrowing 


sow too soon and in too large quanti- 
ties, it will cause the milk flow to be 
too rich and abundant. 


It is much better to have the pigs a 


little hungry and come to their feed 
with a sharp appetite than to have 
them lazy and indifferent about It.

Nebraska Farmer Says it Will Prevent 


Stomach Troubles. 


(P. A. Clark.) 


We all know that saltls a savor and 


that there can be no sour stomach, 
gas, and consequent bloat where lime 
is in the stomach. 
Hence, my method 


of using three quarts of barrel salt 
and one ot quick or powdered lime to 
a cured ton of hay. 


Cases in point are these: 
At my 


suggestion a farmer near here put up 
a stack from first cutting and topped 
it out well. It, was this last June and 
no one else got up any dry without 
having received some rain. The farm- 
er told-me a few days ago, after all 
our summer and fall rains, that it was 
the finest, best fodder he had ever 
cured in a life-time of farming, and he 
is past fifty. The stems are so plia- 
ble, the leaves soft and whole and al- 
together such sweet, fragrant feed. 


A professional man of my acquaint- 


ance, who owns several 
farms and 


runs one, close to town, by hired help, 
did not learn of my method till time to 
cut his last crop. 
He instructed the 


man how to mix and put on the four 
quarts ot salt and one quart of pow- 
dered lime, and to stack as soon as he 
could get to it after the piece was 
mowed; of course not to begin mowing 
till all dew was oft. A month after he 
Invited1 his man to go with him to 
sample the stack. 
There had been a 


good (\e-jl ot rainy weather and much' 
continual cloudy weather after the 
stack was up. 
When the proprietor 


ran-his hand into the stack deep and 
pulled out a handful of green feed the 
employe exclaimed in astonishment: 
"Well, that Is grand!" 
"But," says 


the owner, "It seems this stack Is not 
well topped." 
The hired man con- 


fessed he had no faith in the process 
and expected to see It all spoil any- 
way, 
consequently had not tried to 


stack It well. 
Said he, "I will re-top 


the stack at once." 


I will repeat that having put up red 


clover this way for years, I had all 
faith In this method of curing alfalfa. 


FEEDING COTTON SEED MEAL.. 


Many mistakes are made In the feed- 


ing of cottonseed meal, feeders forget- 
ting for the moment that it is an ex- 
tremely concentrated food and needs u 
pretty strong stomach to handle it; 
hence it. should be fed sparingly to 
young stock. 
As a food by itself it 


will not do any considerable period, 
but as one ot a mixture it has great 
value even at a price as high as $35 a 
ton, provided the other grains used are 
not too high in price. A fine mixture 
is corn meal, the grinding of the' corn 
and cob together and the cottonseed 
meal. Or, bran may be used when the 
corn Is ground with the cob, but In the 
latter case the ratio should be two 
parts of the cottonseed meal to one 
part each of the corn meal and the 
wheat bran. 


SMALL NEWS OF THE FARM.

uevice that win do away with the wire 
on Check-row corn planters, which Is 
considered the chief drawback of that 
machine. 


Lemons are successfully grown In

ger. wno has a record-breaking tree, 
wecently she picked from this tree a 
single lemon that weighed twenty- 
eight ounces and was as large as six 
ordinary lemons. 
It measured over 


sixteen inches the long way and fif- 
teen and a hall the other way. 


.1. C. Rhinehart. a farmer 
living 


near Peoria, in Polk county, Iowa, has 
a Jersey red sow about 18 months old 
and weighing close to 300 pounds, 
which recently gave birth to seventeen 
pigs. The pigs are 
all alive and 


healthy' and being now about three 
weeks old are thriving in fine style. 
'I'he sow hersen is one of a litter of 
nineteen pigs, all of which were 
raised. The eighteen others of the 
litter vrere all fattened and sold when 
thirteen months old, and averaged a 
trifle over 297 pounds, bringing Mr. 
Rhinehart the sum of $265.87.

TUNNEL ALLEGHENY MOUNTAINS 


Pennty May Eliminate Famous Horse 


Shoo Curve. 


. Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 27.—The famous 
Horse Shoe curve on the Pennsylvania 
railroad is to be eliminated. This has 
been definitely decided upon by the 
officials ot the railroad. 


Two methods are proposed and four 


sets of plans have been prepared. Two 
of the plans are • for tunnels through 
the Allegheny mountains, one nine 
miles and the other eleven miles long: 
The other platns are new routes across 
the mountains, one ninety and the 
other 105 miles long. It is the con- 
sensus of opinion among the officials 
that the tunnel will be adopted. Presi- 
dent Cassatt expects at least to start 
this work before his retirement. 


The tunnel would enter the moun- 


tain at or near Kittannlng Point and 
emerge between Cresson and Lilley. 
This would be the second largest tun- 
nel In the world, the only .one larger 
being the Simplon tunnel, through the 
Alps, which Is twelve miles, long, and 
was formally opened last Thursday. 
Thn tunnel will accommodate 
four 


tracks and will be ventilated by air 
shafts 
reaching 
the 
crest of the 


mountains. All operations through it 
will be by electric power. The cost 
of the tunnel and making connections 
with the main line is estimated at over 
$15.000,000. 


The plans for new surface lines 


across the Allegbenles embrace long 
approaches from east and West of the 
summit of the mountain at Gallltzln. 
One route is fr_n east of Huntingdon 
to Gallltzln, fit'-five miles. 
On the 


western side two routes have been 
considered, one extending thirty-four 
miles west 
from 
Gallltzln to near 


Conemaugh Furnace and the other ex- 
tending to near Blairsville intersec- 
tion. 


The elevation of Gallltzin is 2,161 


feet and of Huntingdon 621 feet, or 
more than 1,600 feet to be overcome la 
fifty-five miles. This would give a 
grade of twenty-eight feet to the mile, 
0.63 of 1 per cent. The grade from 
Conemaugh Furnace to Gallltzln would 
be about 0.56 of 1 per cent., while that 
from Blairsville intersection would be 
slightly less than 0.4 of 1 per cent. 


GOOD YEAR'S WORK.

association handled 
912,827 loaded 
cars with an average detention of 1.69 
days and 96 per cent, of this equip- 
ment was released within the free 
time.

management.

$l.s,000 will be needed to purchase the 
ground and erect, tho building, and 
the proposition will be undertaken on 
a business basis. It is proposed to 
place upon the first floor front two 
storerooms 
for 
business 
purposes 


which will rent at from $35 to $40 per 
month. 
If a mortgase is to be car- 


ried, the rent v.-lll aid in paying that 
claim, and in future years the rentals 
v.ill prove a creat help to the mMn- 
tenance of the work in Fort Wayne. 
It is the desire that the longer the 
army is bere, the less burden it will 
be to the public from a financial stand- 
point. In the rear of these stores will 
be located the army auditorium, where 
meetings will be held nightly to the 
betterment of Fort Wayne. The sec- 
ond floor will be devoted 
to living 


apartments. 
One Fort Wayne gentle- 


man has already started the building 
proposition with a donation of $1,000. 
and this, with the donation 
of the 


brick and the plans, means a good 
start for the project. 


Captain McKay feels that this Is the 


time to make ^ an effort for a perma- 
nent home ror tho army from the fact 
that a rental of $80 per month is now 
being paid for the present quarters, 
and the occupancy 
even 
on these 


terms is uncertain. There is a possi- 
bility that it might have to be vacated 
at any time. 


Must Be in BuslneM District. 


The business district is the place in 


•which the army can accomplish the 
greatest amount of good, and the lo- 
cation must bo chosen with this end 
In view. The citadel must necessarily 
be bnt a short distance from tho open- 
air stand where street meeting* are 
held, so that people may be attracted 
Irom the street nteetings to the^citadcl 
eerrices. Realizing that rentals are 
high. Captain McKay is .making the 
move to secure a permanent home for 
the army in Fort Wayne, and the erec- 
tion of a building will be a permanent 
guarantee of continuous work in Kort 
•Wayne, 


Something of the success which has 


attended the work of Captain McKay 
«s a superintendent of Salvation Army 
buildings is forcefully exemplified in 
the Illustrations of three other build- 
ings printed in connection with this 
article. They are Salvation Army 
.buildings at Glens Falls, N. Y.. com- 
pleted in September, 1!)03; at James- 
town. N. Y.. in November, l!)03, and 
at Oil City, Pa., in July, 1904. In this 
work Captain McKay not only exer- 
cised oversight of the work, but did 
bricklaying himself, and at OH City, 
Pa., he was compelled to lay all the 
brick in the front of the building him- 
self, o"wing to the fact that mechanic^ 
qualified for this sort of work were 
then very scarce.

Some of It is spent 
n that way. Just as some of the money 
of the Infamous Louisiana lottery was 
used for advertising tne lottery tickets 
all over the world. But, without doubt, 
a vast percentage of that Income goes 
nto the pockets of the Mormon lead- 


All decency, all purity, 
all virtue, 


should rise up in wrath against the 
sins of the Sodom and Gomorrah ot 
the Utah plains. 
But modern Mormonism stands for 


more than financial graft and

Presented herewith is an illustration j 


i fcof the proposed building to be erected' 


in Fort Wayne by the Salvation Army 
under the direction of Captain 3, R. 
McKay and his devoted band of as- 
sistants. The plana are by Griffith & 
Fair, architects, and the 
estimated 


cost is from ?10,000 to $12,000. 


Considerable preparatory work has 


/already been done along this line, but 


' 
Captain McKay is soon to begin a 
systematic canvass of the city in the 
interest of the movement. The cap- 
tain, who is a. bricklayer by occupa- 
tion, proposes to give his personal su- 
pervision to the work, and an option 
has already heen secured upon a tract 
of ground at a cost of $8,100. That 
t Captain McKay IB a skilled mechanic 


has already been demonstrated by his 
work upon the Lutheran hospital 
building, upon the factory building of 
the Clarke Mxture company and else- 
where in Fort "Wayne. 


$13,000 to $18,000 Needed. 


It Is estimated that, from ?15,000 to 


?18,000 will be needed to purchase the 
ground and erect the building, and 
the proposition will be undertaken on 
a business basis. It is proposed to 
place upon tho flrst floor front two 
storerooms 
for 
business 
purposes 


which will rent at from $35 to $40 per 


^month. If a mortgage is to be car- 
Wried, the rent will aid in paying that

town, N. Y., in November, 1903, and
